Narrative of the Captain of the Victoria 
—An Unparalleled Calamity. 


The Victoria Disaster. 

TORONTO, May 26.—The official papers bear- 
ing on the inspection of the steamer Victoria, 
which collapsed at London, were forwarded to 
Ottowa to day by Samuel Risley,the Govern- 
ment steamboat inspector of, this city. He 
looked on her as safe for river traffic. She was 
inspected twice last year, firstin May and again 
in October. 

AUTHENTIC ACCOUNT. 

The bodies still unclaimed are being inclosed 
in shells and removed to the drill shed, where 
they can be visited by anxious friendsin search 
of missing ones. The story ofthe disaster, as 


given by competent witnesses who were on 
board, shows thut that the ill-fated vessel was 
on her last trip, and that on setting out from 
Spring Banktoreturn to the city she had 
nearly all her passengers on the way down,and 
in addition a large number who were§waiting 
on the wharf to be conveyed home. The num- 
ber on beard on the return tripis estimated at 
700, a burden out of all vroportion to the 
strength and capacity of the vessel.

Over the railings 
the people tumbled in hundreds headlong 
into deep wrter, and to makethe situation 
more terrible the whole upperdecks and sup- 
ports went crashiag down upon the wretched 
victims, tearing and bruising the]struggling 
mass Of humanity which thus became engulfed 
in 
A DREADFUL WATERY TOMB. 

The scene that followed beggars description. 
Between the wreck and shore there eould be 
seen scores of human beings who had become 
liberated from the mass of debris and were 
battling with the element into whose cruel 
grasp they were so suddenly thrown, and 
slowly but surely yielding to its power. Many 
who were so stunned by the crash as to be un- 
conscious sank without an effort. The work 
of recovering tne bodies was then begun 
and continued unremittingly ever’ since. 
The steamer Princess Louise came alongside 
in afew minutes andina shorttime both her 
decks and every available inch of space was 
taken up with dead bodies. Tears came into 
the eyes of many a manof iron nerve as he 
gazed upon the bodies of boys and girls as they 
were taken from the river,clad in their holiday 
attire, and were carried in sympathizing arms 
aboard the Princess Louise. Meanwhile the 
tidings was conveyed to the city and crowds of 
anxious ones flocked to the scene 
to learg, if possible, the fate of some one 
on board who was deartothem. Many ofthe 
bodies were terribly bruised and mangled 
from the crash of the timber which came 
down from the upper deck, and in many cases 
the features bore evidence of a desperate strug- 
gle which must have taken place. A visit to 
the scene shows the Victoria to be a complete 
wreck, being literally an ill-constructed vessel 
broken into splinters. Itissaidon good au- 
thority that her boiler was not properly secur- 
ed and it shifted with the rocking of the boat. 
Hardly any portion of the vessel is visible 
above the water. 

CAPT. RANKIN, 
who had charge of the ill-fated Vietoria at the 
time of the disaster, makes the foellowing 
statement. 

We were on the last trip for the day, having 
made three trips previously. We had notvery 
heavy loads going down as there was plenty 
of room on board, but when we got off the 
wharf at Spring Bank there was a large crowd 
waiting, and before I could get the passengers 
off the boat the others rushed on the afterpart, 
as and climbingin every direction. I 
ordered them down off the top deck 
and main deck, and threatened I 
would not leave the wharf till 
midnight if some of them didn’t get off. One 
gentleman, Mr. Powell, of London East, said 
to me ‘‘Youfare not going to put me off, are 
you?’’ and 1 said ‘‘ You had better get off.’’

andis now alive. Very few paid any attention 
to ny orders and only about fifteen or twenty 
went off the boat. After we started a number 
of people on the lower deck began singing and 
movin around, Presently I noticed a 
slightly different action on _ the boat, 
and being unable to leave my post at 
the wheel I sentthe boy down to the engineer 
to ascertainifi there was any danger. She 
was listing some to the starboard, and as I] 
was getting more anxious I sent the boy 
down again. He returned with word from the 
engineer that unless we could straighten the 
boat there wasdanger. I was looking forward 
tothe sand bar about 200 yards ahead on 
which I intended to beach the boat. That was 
my determination because I was getting anx- 
ious. Just then acouple of row boats came 
alongside, the occupants of which were ra- 
cing, and the crowd rushed tothe side of the 
boat to see them. The engineer 
then sent up word that I had better 
try and get the crowd to go aft because the 
water was coming in. Just then the crowd 
made a rush to the port side, and as they did 
so the vessel . 

JUST TOOK A LURCH 
and went ort bow down. 
shifted from its position 
and went through the side. I 
believe the vessel would have recovered her- 
self only for the boiler going over, and as it 
went it carried away the main deck and that 
let down the upper deck with the crowd 
above. ° ‘There were not’ one hund- 
red people: onthe lower deck because 
the space below is largely taken up with boiler 
and machipery.. The aft part of the boat went 
down, but the fore part came tothe surface, 
and the boat was spread about six feet apart.

l rescued aman who had been under this deck 
for four minutes before it went down and J did 
ull I could to prevent the people climbing on 
it. A great number had the presence of mind 
to swim out from under the deck at the side or 
end and in this way were saved. . 

In a few minutes all those imprisoned were 
drowned and I then swam to the shore and 
sent to the city with all speed. 

The tonnage of the boat was about nineteen 
tons, flat bottom, scow shape at both ends, 
and iegistered to carry 400 passengers. I do 
not think we had more than 350 on board, be- 
cause there is not standing room for that num- 
ber at eight inches space to each person. The 
boiler leftthe deck before I leftthe wheel. 
The stanchions from the main deck were the 
main supports of the upper deck. She was 
well stanchoned, but there were braces; had 
life-saving apparatus for 400 persons. The 
boat was going up slowly, and the syphonljand 
pony pump were both working. ] 
attribute the disaster to the fact that the ves- 
sel leaked, because when I sent the boy down 
the engineer said there was half ar arm’s 
length of water inthe hold. Iwas praying 
eranestly that we might reach the sand bar 
where I intended to beach her until we could 
get help. I svoke to _ the eople on 
the upper deck tokeep quiet, ae they were 
tolerably agreeable, and on the lower deck 
the purser, ason of Manager Parish, had the 
ore difficulty. He came up andtold me 
there was a lot of young fellows below, whom it 
was impossible to keep quiet. I would have 
run On shore —_ the bank was so steep,and | 
knew itwas useless because she would have 
turned outwards on striking the bank. The 
boat was managed by myself, one engineer, 
fireman, two deckhands and purser, 
She made two trips on Saturday, 
two on Monday, and three 
yesterday previous tothe disaster. She now 
lies in the river with her top works all broken 
up. I never was asked to run the boat ashore, 
as was stated by Parish. The people 
standing forward of the pilot house 
were obedient to my orders, but 
those on the lower deck would 
not mind what we said. They were a pretty bad 
crowd. Mr. Parish, manager of the Company, 
states the accident was the result of overload- 
ing the vessel. He had not been able to ascer- 
tain from the number of tickets solid, 
about the number of passengers who 
were on board, but he _ estimated them 
from 500 to 600. The vessel, which cost about 
$17,000, is a total wreck and good for nothing. 
and as the insurance policy covers loss by fire 
only it is not applicable to this case. 

R. G. MONTGOMERY, 
leather merchant of this city, one of the pas- 
sengers who escaped from the wreck, gives a 
version of the disaster that differsin some im- 
portant particulars from those already pub- 
lished. . Montgomery Says the steamer 
was greatly overloaded . He was on 
the promenade deck. Does not know what 
may have been guingon down on the main 
deck, butis sure all the people he saw were 
thoroughly quiet and orderly.

The bulk of this was in- 
vested in rotten limestone, known as mac- 
adam, and the remainder in hiring men to 
scrape the nasty stuff up and haul it away 
it had been converted into mortar. 
Commissioner relates an_ experi- 
ment made during the year’ with 
granite brought from MTI[ron county.

was macadamized with if, but it was so brit- 
tle that itsoon pulverized and blew away. 
Mr. TURNER holds the granite to be less 
available than our friable limestone. . The 
idiocy in our street paving system consists of 
the breaking of the stone and the attempt to 
make streets on the common turnpike prin- 
ciple. Experiment has shown that this same 
limestone, if cut into square blocks and set on 
edge after the manner of the Belgian pave- 
ment, will last three times as long as the 
macadam. The pavement in Lucas Place at- 
tests this fact. It happens, however, that 
the Macadam Ring, whfth holds the city in 
its slimy folds, has no use for a street that 
doesn’t have to be renewed twice @ year. 
Yesterday the Board of Improyements let 
contracts to this gang of harpies to the 
amount of $177,459, and the rotten limestone 
affliction is to be continued. What St. 
Louis needs is a man of brains, courage, 
energy andindomitable will who will place 
himself at the bead of the City Government, 
smash the Macadam Ring and give the city 
rood streets at any cost. We need the ser- 
vices ofa municipal NAPOLEON for about 
four years.

ON THE STAND. 
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Dr. Jaminet Deposes in His Divorce 
Suit Against His Wife. 


Proceedings Before the Notary This 
Morning—The Counsel More 
Affable. 


The depositions in the divorce suit of Dr. 
Jaminet against Mary Anne Jaminet were re- 
sumed this morning before W. H. Sampson at 


the oftice of Judge Pope, attorney for Mrs. 


Jaminet. Ex-Gov. Reynolds and John M. 
Glover were present on behalf of Dr. Jaminet, 
who was the witness examined to-day. 


The examination this morning proceeded in 
behalf of Mrs. Jaminet without the lively 
brushes between counsel marking yesterday’s 
peoccecnee. The doctorisa Frenchman by 

irth. He is about 58 years of age, an old gen- 
tleman of nervous temperament, somewhat 
above the middle height, wearirg long, silvery 
beard and bushy whiskers, tinged with black, 
grey mustache, strongly marked features. 
His appearance and presence may be con- 
sidered agreeabie and his man- 
ners clearly indicate his nationality. 

Dr. Jaminet testified as follows: I am the 
plaintiffina suit for divorce against Mary 
Anne Jaminet. Ihave readthe petition filed 
in the Circuit Court. I alleged therein that my 
wife exhibited an uncontrollable temper from 
three months after marriage. I was very 

oor when married Mrs. Jaminet 

was in debt at that time for $15,000, a judg- 
ment against me which I have since satisfied. 
Then my practice was not a very lucrative one 
and Mrs. Jaminet asked me to give her $150. I 
refused. She said thatit was for dresses,jand 
prior to _ . her marriage with me 
she had spent for dresses $50 to $600 
ayear. I didnot believe that andI told her 
so. I said, ‘‘How could you, as a Ssales- 
woman with a salary of $75 per month, spend 
$600 a-year?’’- Then I got up from my desk and 
left my office. I was then located at‘No. ll 
South Fifth street. While my wife stood at my 
desk on that occasion her features became 
distorted, as they do whenever she is mad. 
My] wife said that she intended to do as#she 
pleased. Her fits of temper were matters of 
almost daily occurrence, and it would be im- 
possible to remember or state each occasion in 
succession. It has occurred many hundred 
times. About three month. after ourmarriage 
when we were at dinner one day no woman 
named Mary James called. Many persons 
called at my office during meal hours. There 
are constant calls at my house during the din- 
ner hour. Two or three patients may call at 
that hour. I donot know any widow woman 
by the name of Mary James who had been a 
nurse at the City Hospital. No person has 
everraised any disturbance atmy honse as 
long as twas ou Fifth street, neither at any 
time in my office or residence. I mean nobody 
except my wife. 

Question by Judge POope—Did not somé wo- 
man call atyour house on Fifth street about 
three months after marriage with regard toa 
child that she said was yours ? 

Mr. Glover objected to the question. Anin- 
vestigation for divorce could not reach back 
behind the date of marriage. There was a 
limit to such inquiry; it could only extend to 
the matter set up inthe petition. 

Ex-Gov. Reynolds said that there would be 
no resistance to any investigation concerning 
the doctor’s life since his marriage. 

Judge Pope remarked that he could show 
the circumstances attending the unpleasant 
difficulties occurring between Dr. and Mrs: 
Jaminet. He did not desire to propagate 
scandal, but he did propose to get at the true 
inwardness of the ‘‘incontrollable tem- 
per’’ allegation in the doctor’s petition.

The Chicago ‘‘curb’’ was higher 
and cables from foreign markets reported firm - 
ness and advances in price, sothat when the 
Chicago opening came in about lige higher at

more, there was no surprise expressed. 
The ‘‘longs’’’? countenances only  be- 
came brighter and their smiles 
more intensified, as it were, while the gloom 
deepened upon the ‘‘shorts.’’

Just here came a pause. The Chicago wire 
broke ‘‘under a heavy market,’’ as Joe 
Sherry remarked, and for some time there was 
little done, the feeling meanwhile becoming 
very nervous. Finally Ed. Altamus, the light- 
ning manipulator at the old American Union 
counter, managed to strike con: 
nection with Chicago and received a 
market. ¢6Si 193¢ 1°” he shouted. Chi- 
cago had broken down 2c. For aninstant the 
news was 1received with incredulity. Then 
came in with great rapidity, ‘‘July $1 12°%;,’’ 

‘June $111,’’ and all doubts vanished. 

The faces of the shorts brightened, and wild 
exultation took possession of them, while 
cheer after cheer rentthe air. Then, with a 
wild yell they threw themselves into the mar- 
ket and hammered it with all their strength. 
Every one, seemingly, wanted to sell, even 
the ‘‘longs’’ frantically striving to 
realize at some figure, and such 
was the great pressure brought to 
bear that July was knocked rapidly down un- 
til it ‘struck $109%;, a decline of 1‘g from the 
opening.

MISSOURI, THE MECCA, 


The Tide of Immigration Directed Toward 
This State. 


A voluminous letter was received to-day by 
Secretary Renshaw, of the Immigration Socie- 
ty, from John k. *undstrom, the General Eu- 
ropean Agent. Sundstrom sailed from Phila- 
delphia the 3d of March andreached Antwerp 
the léth of March. He writes from Bremen un. 
der date of the -<d oi May, giving a full account 


of what he has been doing during the 
six weeks. Business connections have been 
established in Bremen, Hamburg, Brussels, 
Antwerp,Paris, Havre, Brest and bresel. 
Airangements have been made with thir- 
teen agencies whe willact for the Missouri 
Society. Sundstrom writes that they want 
3&,000 copies of the German edition of the 
fiandbook forimmediate use. The secretary 
has forwarded &,000 copies, and will ship an- 
other thousand in a few days. An appeal will 
he made to the friends of the society for funds 
to supply the additionaldemand. The society 
has electrotype plates of the book, and the 
demand can be supplied at a cost very small in 
comparison with the benefits anticipated. The 
officer of the societv thought they would divert 
a certain amount of the sta’e appropriation to 
prant the Geman edition, but the State Board 
eoncinded such action would be impolitic. 
Subpdstrom writes that there never was a better 
time to present the advantages Missouri 
offers to hnmigrants. During the 
past winter and spring the 
districts from which came the most of the 
mmigrants have been flooded with Jetters 
trom those whopreceied them to this coun- 
try. The rigors of the past winterin lowa,Da- 
cotah, Nebraska und the Northwest generally 
have been pictured inp such away as to make 
those now coming tothis country inquire after 
lower latitudes. The Germans who settled in 
Western Kansas wrote back tu their country- 
men vloomiPy about the dry weather. 
sO it ix that Missouri appears 
to the prospective ipmigrants to he 
the golden imean. Sundstrom’s correspond- 
ence contains information that a colony for 
Missouri will leave Brussels the Jast et July or 
earlyin August, and that it will be a large one. 
The letter concludes: The ewigration from 
4;6rmany this year is getting so enornious that 
the Government departments huve is<ued cir- 
euiars to the houses warning them under 
heavy penalties against any infraction of the 
emigration Jaws. In the opinion of the 
agents the figures this year will he double 
those of any previous year. J] have been met 
with the assertion that land is very dear in 
Missouri, but by producing the handbook with 
the detailed statements ot the counties and the 
prices ofthe lands I have contradicted this 
imipression. I advise that a ecard with the 
prices ot land in the different counties be got- 
ten out and posted in the cmigration offices. 
It is also stated that immigrants find it from $6 
to 38 cheaper to go by Baltimore to Little 
Rock than to go to St. Louis. From such 
preofs asI have seen I believe this is true.
